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WILLIAM ADAMS DEAD. 


‘HE WAS STRICKEN WITH PARAL-

{A Well Known Member of the Central 
] Avenue Congregational Church—An 
Earnest Sanday School Worker. 


William Adams of 516 Gates avenue died 
Yate yesterday afternoon. Mr. Adams was 
|stricken with paralysis at his place of busl- 
ness in New York on the afternoon of Fri- 
day, Decemiber 4, and since that time linger- 
ed at his home, having in the interval sev- 
Mr. 
Adams was born in New York city, October 
| 17, 1888, and was therefore just over 58 years 
jot age. He was the active member of the 
|firm of Beadle & Adams, publishers, New 
York. He was a member of the Oxford, the 
|} Union League and the Montauk clubs, but 
| his club life was mostly at the first named. 
‘He was a member of the Central Congrega- 
\}tional church, his attendance dating from 
the time of Dr. French’s pastorate in Or- 
mond place. His Sunday school life was 
with the Nostrand avenue M. E. church, the 
apparent incongruity of religious relation- 
‘ship ‘being accounted for by the fact that 
he identified himself with the mission work 
in Gates avenue, near Nostrand, out of which 
/grew the Nostrand avenue church. He was 
| teacher of a class of young girls, the “Olive 
| Branch” by name, until its members all 


; held that positon at the time of his death, 


|; having been re-elected oniy a few weeks 
'since. The most gorgeous Sunday school 
banner in the city is that of the Nostrand 
| avenue school,*being of heavy plush and 
| richly embroidered; that was the gift of 
|'Witliam Adams. He crossed ‘the Atlantic 
every summer for the last bwenty years, and 
| his able letters descriptive of the out of the 
way places which he visited in Hurope, were 
‘welcome contributions to the Eagle. For 
Meany years he gathered around him at his 
residence his friends, and his family, on 
some evening immediately before or imme- 
diately after New Year’s day, and many 
pleasant memories of those hospitable occa- 
sions live in the guests who survive their 
host. He loved to be amomg young people 
and to interest them. He was ever alert 
for opportunities to promote the happiness 
of others, and when his last illness pros- 
trated ‘him he was engaged in thepreparation 
of the new Sunday school manuai. He was 
a favorite as chairman of committees having 
||} important work to do, and in that capacity 
never disappointed his associates. As a 
Christian he was unostentatious. His pleas- 
ant face will long be miesed in the circles 
where he was always active and useful. His 
was a life so transparent that no one ever 
doubted him. What he was in the world 
and in his religious associations, he was 
among the families of his relatives, cheerful 
consistent, noble. The Rev. Dr. Behrends, 
his pastor, who saw him frequently during 
his illness, Was present at his bed side when 
he passed away and will officiate at the 
funeral 6ervice at the Adams homestead, 
516 Gates avenue; on Tuesday evening at 
o’clock.

The deck ot a ship was a good 
ace to discover the best qualities of a man, 
and there while mixing freely with men, all 
seeking to enjoy themselves, he found Mr.

Adams a noble anda pure companion. He said 
Mr. Adams’ name was the fortieth on the list 
3 the Central church members who had taken 
eir departure, exclusive of those who were 
merely attendants upon the services, and‘chil- 
\dren of the church families during the 
present year. The usefulness of Mr. 
Adams in one church and in the Sunday school 
of another was a manifestation of the simplic- 
ity of his creed. which was to love and follow 
||the Lord Jesus Christ. After an earnest 
prayer and the committal sentences the large 
assemblage of mourners took a parting glance 
at their triend’s face as they passed out of the 
house. The large number in attendance was a 
fine trib “s mn which Mr. Adams 
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
